MUSHROOMS. 

Considering  the  ease  with  which  the  great  luxury  of  fresh 
mushrooms  may  be  obtained,  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when 
mushrooms  will  be  as  common  as  onions.  They  may  be  grown 
in  an  ordinary  house  cellar,  shed  or  out-of-the-way  place.  Caves 
are  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.  Fermenting  horse  manure  at 
a  temperature  of  about  70  degrees,  mixed  with  an  equal  weight 
of  fresh  sod  loam,  is  made  into  beds  the  size  required,  eight 
inches  deep.  See  to  it  that  the  bed  is  packed  very  solidly  and 
evenly.  In  this  bed  plant  the  broken  pieces  of  spawn  six  inches 
apart,  covering  the  wnole  with  two  inches  of  light  soil,  and 
protect  from  cold  or  rain.  One  brick  will  plant  eight  to  ten 
square  feet  of  bed.  The  mushrooms  will  appear  in  about  six 
weeks.

As  soon  as  the  second  leaves  are  well  out  they  should  be  transplanted  into  pots  or  new  boxes.  When  finally  trans- 
planted to  the  bed  or  border  they  should  be  watered  frequently  until  well  established.
